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During the past year there has been 
a marked inerease in the interest 
taken in military matters in Edmon- 
ton and the next few months should 
see even greater activity in military 
circles, not only in this city, bat 
throughout the whole of western Can- 
adn, The Dominion government has 
been hampered by lack of funds in 
their efforts to raise military wnits 
in the west. They have done good 
work in this respect in the past and 
are every year making many, much- 
needed improvements, This is a new 
country, however, and a pretty exten- 
sive one and it takes time to intro. 
duce all the modern conveniences and 
equipment so meeessary to the main- 
tenance of an ideal volunteer military 
eystem in the west. Officers and men 
who have been connected with mili- 
tury organizations jn eastern Canada 
and in the old country realize to the 
fullest extent the difficulties under 
which they are laboring in the west. 
and it speaks volumes dor their patri- 
otism and deep interest in the work 
of establishing a creditable volunteer 
system that they almost invariably 
take hold in a whole-hearted manner 
and endeavor to surmount the ob- 
stacles. There are dozens of examples 
of this right here in Edmonton, and 
it is due largely to the efforts of such 
men that Edmonton is now the centre 
for two first class military unites,

The outstanding feature in the mj- 
itary world of Edmonton during the 
past year has been the organization 
of a new infantry regiment known 
as the Ist Edmonton Fusiliers. Lt. 
Colonel Edwards is in command of 
this new regiment and is very en- 
thusiastic over the way the organ- 
ization work has been carried for- 
ward, He has associated with him 
an excellent staff of officers with con- 
siderable knowledge of military af- 
fnirs. They are all very enthusiastic 
and are energetically carrying for- 
ward the work.

Shortly after the organization of 
the 10Ist had been authorized classes

No attempt was made until very 
recently to enroll the rank and file of 
the regiment.

A splendid class of men are bejng 
enrolled, A large number of these 
still retain the accent of bonny Scot- 
land. There) are a number from Ire- 
land, several having been members 
of the famous Royal Irish Constabu- 
lary. England and Eastern Canada 
furnish a large number, There are 
a few Americans and French and two 
or three Ruthenians. The minimum 
height for the men enrolled in the 
10)st has been fixed at 5 feet, 7 inches- 
The standard minimym height for 
militiamen in England and elsewhere 
is“ feet, 4 inches. In Canada the 
minimum height of the Governor Gen- 
eral’s Foot Guards has also been plac- 
ed at 5 feet, 7 inches.

Although there are now two strong 
military orgatizations in the eity 
there is still no armory. The militia 
department planned to erect a large 
armory here this summer, but up te 
the present the appropriation required 
for this purpose has not been author- 
ized. 

The 10Ist Fusiliers are endeavotins 
to secure tenyporary quartets in the 
eurlng rink and the waiting room 
is being used at the present time for 
the quartermaster’s stores, If the 
rink is secured, as is expected, it will 
mean that a number of teems will 
be built along the west sidv of tha 
bunilhing on the enace oecupied in the 
past by No. 4 ice.

A GREAT WORLD CONFLICT. 


Carnegie Asks Other Nations to In- 
tervene Between Germany and 
Britain. 


New York, April 22.—That a world 
conflict is threatened betwen Great 
Britain and Germany over their naval 
armaments was the declaration of 
Andrew Carnegie today before the 
annual business meeting of the Peace 
society, of which he is president. 

“The time has come for the other 
nations of the wotld to intervene be- 
tween the two disturbing powers,” 
said Mr. Carnegie. “Never in our 
day has the world’s peace been so 
seriously threatened. Britain has
